An increase of nearly one million 
dollars in the assessed valuation of 
La Crosse county is shown in the an­ 
nual report of Supervisor of Assess­ 
ments James Keizer, which was com­ 
pleted today. The total assessed value 
of the county is $28,309,146, the su­ 
pervisor making an estimate of $29,- 
969,713 f°r the true value of the prop­ 
erty. 
The increase over last year is $748,- 
174, which includes an increase 
of 


$321,362 in the city, leaving $426,814 
for the jump made by the county. 
The estimated true value of the 
town property is given as $10,037,175 
while that of the city of La Crosse is 
$18,562,006, $158,462 less than the as- 
sesed value.
